Having  seen  in  your  paper  on  ex 
tract  from  some  remarks  which  appear, 
cd  in  the  federal  Republican,  assimila.

A committee  was  accordingly  ap. 
pointed,  who  having  retired,  came  to 
three  rcsoUnions:  the  first  highly  ap- 
proving the  plan  of  suhscription  pro- 
posed by  his  grace  the  Lord  Lieuten- 
ant ; the  second,  to  proinote  the  use 
and consumptior.  of  Irish  manufactures; 
and  the  third,  to  appoint  committees  to 
go  through  the  several  parishes,  and 
receive  signatures  of  such  persons  as 
wei  e disposed  to  follow  those  humane 
and  necessary  measures. 

Mr.  Ilutten  then  made  his  promised 
motion  for  the  repeal  of  the  Union  — 
He  prefaced  it  by  a very  short  speech 
ill  which  he  adverted  to  the  misery  of 
his  fellow  citizens,  bereft  of  employ- 
ment, aud  jterishing  from  absolute  hun- 
ger. He  said,  that  their  unparalled 
wretcheciiiess  OMght  to  awaken  the  feel- 
ings of  humanity  to  make  every  possi- 
ble exertion  to  al'ieviaf c their  sufferings. 
He  then  mentioned,  that  he  had  brought 
to  the  lioiise  three  resolutions,  but  that 
the  appointment  of  the  committee 
which  had  just  taken  place,  superceded 
the  necessity  of  his  proposing  one  of 
them. — He  therefore  read  only  the  oih 
er  two  ; which  were  as  follow'  ; 

Resolved,  that  we  new  feel  ax  wc 
have,  an  unshaken  loyalty  to  King 
George  the  third  and  the  succession'  of 
his  royal  house  ; and  wc  have  to  la- 
ment that  his  majesty  should  have  been 
so  grossly  imposed  on  by  his  minister*, 
as  in  terminating  the  last  sessions  of 
Parliament  to  stale  the  growing  pros- 
perity of  Ireland,  when  his  ministers  in 
making  such  representations  to  his  ma- 
jesty, must  hare  known  that  the  very 
reverse  was  and  is  the  fact. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  distress 
and  growing  misfortunes  of  Ireland, 
have  arisen  from  not  having  a resident 
parliament,  ■who  alone  wouiu  w,,  kapa. 
ble  of  knowing  the  real  want  of  this 
country,  and  providing  for  it  adequate 
remedies,  and  we  arc  the  more  fortified 
in  litis  oiir  opinion  by  the  manner  in 
which  the  late  nionstroits  system  of  tax- 
ation was  imposed  on  this  ceuntry  and 
wliich  is  contrary  to  every  sound  prin- 
ciple of  legislation  ; wc  therefore  ap- 
peal  lo  our  countrymen  and  fellow  cit. 
izens  to  come  forw-ard  in  corporate  bo- 
dies, and  in  county  and  grand  jury  meet- 
ings. to  demand  a l eEtoralion  of  that 
constitution  wliich  is  our  birthright,  & 
of  which  we  have  been  dispossessed  ty 
fraud  and  corruption.

LONDON,  Jolt  24. 

We  have  extracted  frow  Dublin  pa- 
pers of  the  21st,  which  arrived  this 
morning  an  account  of  a meeting  of 
the  corpoi  ation  of  Dublin  on  the  pre- 
ceding day,  at  which  the  subject  of  the 
Union  .was  discussed,  and  after  some 
debate,  two  Resolutions  were  carried 
against  the  Union,  imputing  the  great 
distress  of  Ireland  to  the  want  of  a res- 
ident Parliament.

After  the  dispatch  of  the  usual  busi- 
ness relative  to  the  admission  of  per- 
sons to  the  freedom  of  the  city,  Mr. 
Sinnet  moved  for  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  take  into  consideration 
the  condition  of  their  poor  fellow  citi- 
zens, the  manufacturers  of  Dublin,  and 
to  devise  the  method  of  affording  them 
•elief. 

Mr.  Giffard  ^seconded  the  motion. 
He  thought  it  the  bounden  duty  ofeve-

this  counli'y  ivas  so  poor  as  not  to  be 
able  to  advance  nthtiPy  for  the  service 
of  government. 

Mr.  Gifl'ard  complained  ofthe  arlvan- 
tage  which  any  gentleman  who  brought 
forward  any  motion,  had  over  the  per- 
son  who  might  undertake  to  reply  to 
him,  inasmuch  as  he  may  take  his  mea- 
sures at  leasure,  and  know  what  he  in- 
tends doing  before  hand  : whereas  the 

defence  must  arise  upon  the  moment 

that  the  first  part  of  the  first  resolution 
was  unnecessary  as  the  loyahyof  the  cot 
poration  was  undouhteil  8c  unimpeacha- 
ble, hut  that  the  second  was  in  itself  an 
audacious  arrogant  attack  on  his  majes- 
ty. If  ever  insolence  was  shewn,  it  is 
ill  that  resolution— who  is  the  hold  man 

that  win  dare  to  say  tliat  the  king  was 
imposed  on?  How  docs  he  know  it? 
Was  he  in  the  cabinet  ? Did  he  hear  of 
the  advice  given  to  the  king  ? •I  here  are 
two  kinds  of  of  patriotism  : one  is  by 
declamatory  speeches  to  irritate  the 
people,  regardless  of  consequences.  He 
then  denied  that  the  present  unfortunate 
state  of  credit  arose  from  the  political 
circumstance  ofthe  country — and  con- 
tended, tha,  as  the  distress  was  as  gen- 
eral in  England  as  in  Ireland,  that  it 
oiiginated  from  unbounded  speculation 
111  men  with  small  capital ; and  in  order 
to  prove  the  prosperity  of  the  coantrv, 
he  instanced  the  high  price  of  his  hous- 
es in  tlie  city.  That  if  the  c\il  were 
connected  with  the  Union,  that  200,000 
advanced  by  government  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  restore  public  credit ; But 
if  that  were  sufficient,  it  must  afford  a 
convincing  proof  that  the  miseries  of 
the  manufacturers  was  not  imputable 
to  thelegUIathe  union  ofthe  two  coun- 
tries  ; that  this  country  had  been  for- 
merly only  a province,  but  that  at  pres- 
ent, on  tile  payment  of  2-17ths  ofthe 
taxes,  wc  wcie  associated  in  all  the  ojo. 


ixirrowcd  In  England  or  Ireland,  it  was 
the, same  thing,  as  the  interests  must 
at  all  events  be  paid.  So  far  as  ihe  ic-

I will  vote  lor  it  ; hut  of  what  use  is 
the  other  part  ? “ Cui  bono  ?"  Mr.  Git- 
fard  1 will  tell  you  the  use  of  it.  it  is 
to  irritate.  Must  the  king  lo  1 lease 
the  irritators  go  back  to  parliaiiieiit,  and 
say  lolhem.“  my  Iqtmei-  speech  was 
false;  I have  been  deceived  by  my 
ministers.”  Tiie  resolutions  art  iii.nc- 
ccssat  y and  derogatory  to  the  honor  of 
the  crown.  I will  vote  against  them; 
but  such  a resolution  as  that  ol  An . Iiin- 
nelt’s  1 think  ujoderate,  reasonable  and 
rational. 

Mr.  llarty  supported  Mr.  Hutton’s 
resolutions. 

Mr.  MuAuIey  rose  to  oppose  them  ; 
he  hated  the  union  : bufto  it  alt  the  dis- 
tresses of  the  country  were  not  it>  be 
imputed  ; the  country  was  lit  a flourish- 
ing state,  we  sent  wheat  to  feed  Eng- 
lishmen, wc  had  native  wine  at  home 
but  according  to  our  orators  it  was  all 
deleterious  poison,  malgamated  with 
the  juice  of  barley  and  norcolic.s  : all 
was  bad — every  thing  was  in  a despa- 
rate  bthto  with  the  orators  ; wiili  them 
there  was  not  a bone  to  jiickin  all  Ire- 
land ; yet  he  would  tell  the  geiuicinon 
that  they  were  all  plump  jackdaws. 
No  fruits  in  the  coiiiitiy  ; not  a desert 
of  a savoury,  ruddy,  sweet  fruit  in  the 
country  ; all  the  people  food  for  gun- 
powder. A.  separation  from  England, 
or  you  must  have  united  Irishmen  ; the 
people  sent  lo  the  mountain  top  to  dig 
for  day  light ; but  he  could  tell  the 
cause  ofthe  wretchedness  of  the  coun- 
try ; it  was  caused  by  the  voluptuous- 
ness and  pride  ofthe  citizens  ol  Dublin  ; 
they  were  in  a pietiiora,  and  wanted 
blood  letting  ; their  extravagance  bro't 
on  tlie  general  bankruptcy  in  tlie  coun- 
try ; I don’t  say  it  was  the  union  ; you 
might  as  well  say  the  fire  at  Constanti- 
nople was  caused  by  the  uiiioii.  Punk- 
ruptcy  is  the  order  of  the  day  in  p.ngland, 
as  wrll  as  in  Iceland.  A'oiir  bankrupt- 
cy is  caused  by  rweii  of  no  capital,  no 
honor  no  honesty  ; men  of  no  capital  op 
of  small  capital,  who  find  it  their  inter- 
est to  keep  up  the  smoke  of  delusion  ; 
Ry  kites,  raised  like  Ixion  lo  the  clouds 
their  wiogs  of  waxed  paper  melf,  and 
down  they  drop,  and  then  they  cry  oat 
union  has  tlcslrovcd  the  country. 

As  well  might  they  expect  that  the 
great  devourer  ofthe  continent  (Bona- 
parte) would  give  up  his  usurpations  ii» 
Holland.  The  insolvency  of  your  coun- 
try was  caused  by  your  men  of  sublimi- 
ty. Look  at  your  city — lioiises  bring  a 
high  rent,  and  there  are  persons  to  take 
them — look  at  the  viscinage — see  tho 
constellation  of  villas — bow  mar  y stars 
ol  the  lir?t  wiagnitude  liaic  been  added 
to  this  reriilgent  galaxy.  That  there 
were  starving  manufacturers  long  be- 
fore the  union  ; that  they  were  reliev- 
ed— that  the  union  did  not  cause  every 
misfortune — that  he  was  injured  bv  it  ;

On  tlie  second  resolution  being  put, 
Mr.  Giffard  opposed  it  on  the  ground 
of  its  being  outrageously  ridiculous. 

Mr.  Fyans  spoke  strongly  in  favour 
of  the  resolution,  and  declared  that  he 
would  not  give  his  vote  to  any  candi- 
date who  would  not  pledge  himself  to 
originate  or  support  a repeal  of  this 
most  odious  acf  He  had  a vote  io  the 
counties  of  Dublin  and  Louth,  and  Mr. 
Foster  should  never  get  either.  (I oud 
a/iplouses, ) Tie  insisted  that  Mr.  Fos- 
ter r.lieatcd  the  country  at  the”  time  of 
the  enactment  of  the  union. 

After  a few  words  from  Mr.  Patter- 
son, the  second  resolution  was  put,  and 
carried  without  a division. 

The  resolutions  were  then  sent  up  to 
the  board  of  alderman  forilicir  concur- 
rence, who,  after  some  time,  scut  bade 
a message,  that  they  could  not  agre* 
with  tlie  sheriffs  and  commons  in  the 
reselutions  ; but  had  appointed  eight 
of  their  body  to  form  a coniinitlce  to 
prepare  an  address  to  his  majesty,  and 
also  a petition  to  parliament,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  next  assembly. 

Mr.  Craven  moved,  that  the'  bouse  do 
agree  with  the  board  of  aldermeti  in  the 
appointment  oif  a committee.

of  s’^ate.  A privy  council  was  in  conse- 
quence called,  which  sat  yesterday  to  a 
l.»te  hour  in  the  afternoon,  and  a due  and 
attentive  investigation  of  the  grievances 
complained  of.  was  patiently  pursued. 
Under  the  immediate  circumstances,  per- 
haps this  is  all  that  can  he  done;  and  all 
parties  deserve  to  be  mentioned  with  res- 
pect and  .approbation.  The  porr  artizans 
coiulucu-d  themselves  with  humility  and 
good  order,  and  government  seemed  not 
wanting  in  sensibility  to  this  sad  example 
of  onr  piiMin  distress.

Tiattle  in  Portugal. — By  the  above  arri- 
val, we  have  received  a Lisbon  paper  of 
the  31st  July;  which  contains  the  following 
particulars  of  an  action  fought  on  the  Coa. 
n email  river  in  front  of  the  advanced 
eor/is  of  the  P.nglieh  army — At  a bridge 
on  that  river,  gen. Crawford  was  intrench- 
ed with  between  4 and  .5000  troops,  with  a 
few  pieces  of  artillery,  and  two  howitzers 
On  the  24th  July,  were  attacked  by  gen. 
Twison,  with  between  6 and  TOGO  men. — 
The  attack  was  made  with  great  furv, 
and  repulsed  with  equal  constancy.  The 
French  thence  passed  the  bridge;  and 
were  thrice  repulsed  at  the  point  of  the 
havonet  C arma  bonea.)  The  loss  of  the 
French  wasbetween  7 and  800  ; that  of  the 
English  and  Portuguese  3~7  rank  and  file, 
and  25  officers. — The  allies  *took  several 
prisoners  and  many  of  the  French  desert- 
ed. The  I.isbon  paper  contains  mariv  ex 
hilirating  remarks  on  this  repulse  of  the 
enemy.  They  add,  that  the  great  object  of 
the  movements  and  operations  of  the 
Fri-nch  armv,  is  to  cut  off  the  advanced 
corps  nf  the  allied  army  under  genqral 
Crawford  ; hut  there  is  no  other  account  of 
any  army  operation,  than  the  above.

~ L ir«  ov-er.ing  -arrived  the  ship  Monsoon 
ca^n.  Biigham,  from  Cadiz. — Saiieii  Aug 
6.  Affairs  remained  as  at  the  previous 
dates.  The  British  and  Spaniards  had 
completed  their  system  of  foi  tificatioiis  for 
tile  security  of  the  city*  and  were  in  ex- 
cellent spirits.  Salt  pi-ovisions  were  plen- 
ty, but  some  diflicuUy  was  experienced  in 
procuViiig  water.  U was  reported  a laige 
number  of  French  seamen  had  arrived  over 
land  at  St.  I.ucar,  where  a number  of 
gmi-l)oats‘  were  in  readiness  for  their  ac 
comiiiodatiim.  It  was  sajd  several  Ameri 
can  vessels  had  been  taken. 

There  were  a large  niiinher  nf  gun-boats 
at  Cadiz,  that  were  daily  employed  in  at 
teni])ting  to  annov  the  enemy  on  the  oppo- 
site coast,  and  frequently  injured  theirbat- 
teries.  They  sometimes  returned  but 
few  shot. 

J.ATRST  PROM 

The  New  London  paper  of  Wednesday 
says — ‘ After  the  paper  was  put  to  press 
touched  at  the  harbour’s  mouth,  brig  Cal- 
liope, of  New-York,  35  days  from  Lisbon 
with  103  fine  Merino  sheep  on  board.  V\'e 
can  only  learn  by  the  jierson  who  stopped 
a moment  on  board  and  brought  letters  to 
he  forwarded  by  the  mail,  that  there  had 
been  some  fighting  between  the  armies; 
and  that  the  British  and  Portugusse  were 
retreating  towards  Lisbon.’ 

We  have  no  doubt  but  this  news  is  cor- 
rect. 

The  Norfolk  Ledger  states,  that  the  Lisbon 
papers  received  by  the  VVoodrop  Sims,  contain 
nothing iiiipon.ant  or  interesting  to  an  Ameri- 
can reader,  besides  what  was  given  in  cur  last 
—They  contain  various  accounts  of  small  ac 
lions  in  different  parts  of  Spain  in  which  the 
utmost  lieioism  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
liberty  were  displayed. 

The  desertion  from  the  French  army  Is  ve- 
ry great,  pai-tiriilarly  in  Catalonia.  They 
frequentiy  desert  by  companies — on  the9th  of 
June  a body  of  150  presented  themselves  at  a 
Spanish  post.  Accounts  fiom  Allicaiit  state, 
that  the  French  were  about  to  demolish  the 
fortifications  oi  Gerona,  rendered  immortal  in 
history,  oy  .tlic  gallant  defence  made  by  the 
Spaniards. 

The  Lisbon  Gazette  of  llic  27tb  July  says, 
“ Noth’ ng  worthy  of  notice  has  occurred  up- 
“ on  our  tfonliers,  except  that  Gen.  Hegiiier 
“ continues  his  march,  in  order  to  form  i 
“junction  with  Massena.’’

A dinner  was  given  to  our  Repreaentntives 
in  Congress  on  WediiesJay  last,  at  Mr.  I’ostle- 
tbwuit’s  tavern about  50  persons  attended. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-two  Bankrupt- 
cies, happened  in  Dublin,  during  the  six 
months  previous  to  last  July  : besides 
more  than  double  that  miniber  of  per- 
sons who  have  had  compromises  with 
their  creditors,  some  of  them  as  low  as 
2s6  in  the  pound.

been  furnished  from  the  European  coiiti  - 
nent,  and  upon  which  it  must  very  mate- 
rially depend  for  many  succeeding  months.’

Xbesber- 
ifi'  stopped  tlie  man  and  brought  hiUi  before 
the  court,  who  mildly  rebuked  him ; the  fel- 
low then  left  the  bar,  advanced  to  the  bead  of 
the  stairs,  and  fell  a jumping  down  from  step 
to  step,  and  baw  ling  aloud  “ by  G— d I had 
like  to  have  fallen,”  of  which  no  notice  wliale- 
ver  was  taken  by  the  court.  Siicli  magnanim- 
ous fpi-bearancc  must  for  ever  command  res- 
pect. 

The  temporary  saloon,  in  which  the 
Austrian  ambassador  prince  Schwaricii- 
berg,  gave  a grand  fete  and  ball  to  1500
